The other brother might 
say: “The wrong was not done to 
you, it was done to me. Only I, 
‘who have been offended, can for- 
give the offence.”’ So, if you want 
that pardon of your sin, it is evi- 
dent that it can only come from 
God. But you tell me that you feel 
as if you were not fit to be for- 
given.

spider's web. God must keep you 
alive as well as make you live; 
“for I am God,” saith He, “and 
there is none else.” Trust in the 
almighty power of God to keep 
you from going back to sin after 
He has rescued you from it. 

3. Our third questicn is, What 
is our encouragement to look to 
God? Your ercouragement to do 
this lies, first of all, in God’s com- 
mand: “Look unto me, and be ye 
saved, all the ends of the earth.” 
We, almost beyond the inhabitants 
of any other country, might have 
been called “the ends of the earth.”’ 
When the prophet spoke, these 
were the very ends of the earth; 
so, surely God commands you, my 
dear hearer, to look unto Him. 
Those who are farthest off from 
Him are bidden to look unto Him; 


and as He commands you to do it, | 
what better warrant can you de-| 


sire than His command:

Our Roman Catholic friends have

“ Catholic priests often teach their 


people that prayers, good deeds, or 
money paid to the priest will se- 
cure the release of loved ones in 
Purgatory. This is a teaching 
founded on priestly covetousness, 
without one verse of Scripture to 
back it up. The Bible does not 
even mention Limbo, Purgatory or 
any such place. Jesus never hinted 
that a man who died unsaved 
would ever have another chance.

ls There A Literal Fire In Hell?

The answer of the rich 
man in Hell is, “I am tormented in 
this flame.” Again and again and 
again in the Bible we are told of 
the fire in Hell. Jesus said in Mat- 
thew 5:22 that one who said “Thou 
fool, shall be in danger of Hell 
fire.” In Matthew 18:9 we are 
warned of the possibility that peo- 
ple having two eyes might “be 
cast into Hell fire,” and the same 
statement is given in Mark 9:47, 
48. Jesus spoke of “Hell fire, where 
their worm dieth not, and the fire 
is not quenched.” In Revelation 
20:14, 15, Hell is called “the lake 
of fire’’ and there it is said that 
Hell (hades, the spirit Hell) is to 
be “cast into the lake of fire,” the 
second death.
